Marsh said In Juvenile court 
yesterday, "wo were only having 
a playful scuffle when the gun 
went off."

The court ordered that Marsh 
bo given a psychopathic examin­ 
ation.

Paul flrrcl first nl Jack, police 
wore told, piercing his cuff, then 
shot William in the heart as he 
tried to escape, and finally went 
into the back yard and shot 
himself in the head.

Paul, who police learned had 
hccn accused by his brothers of | 
not carrying his share of taxes 
on tho property, died on the 
way to Harbor General Hospital. 
William succumbed an » hour 
later.

Police said they found three 
empty shells and three live cart­ 
ridges in the gun when they 
arrived on the scene.

Born in Arkansas, both broth­ 
ers came to Torrance over 25 
years ago. William lived at 1733 
Cabrillo ave. and was an em­ 
ployee of the National Supply 
Company, a charter member of 
the Loyal Order of Moose, Tor­ 
rance Camera Club, Rod and 
Gun Club, and a member of the 
V.F.W. Besides the D.S.C., he 
was awarded tho Croix de 
Guerre and the Cross of Warr- 
field for his services In the first 
World War.

An expert photograher, he 
frequently made pictures lor the 
Torrance Herald, and was called 
upon regularly for photographic 
work at National Supply.

He is survived by his widow, 
Ethel, and two brothers, Jack 
and John E.
